1 . PUBLISHING - WE SHARE YOUR NEGATIVE REACTION TO THE POLISH 
PROPOSAL TO SET UP A FUND FOR TRANSLATING PLAYS AND BOOKS. 

THE PROPOSAL MAY STEM FROM RICHMOND'S CONVERSATIONS WITH 
KAROL MALCUZYNSKI, BUT THE POLISH DELEGATES DID NOT ELABORATE 
UPON THE IDEA IN OUR DISCUSSION. UNLESS SOME PRIVATE U.S. 
FOUNDATION IS INTERESTED, WE CANNOT IDENTIFY ANY LIKELY 
SOURCE FOR A U.S. CONTRIBUTION TO SUCH A FUND. 

2. TEXTBOOKS - WE AGREE WITH YOUR APPROACH. IT MAY BE RE- 
PEATING THE OBVIOUS, BUT IT STRIKES US THAT THE VERY NOTION 
OF "VERIFYING" TEXTBOOKS IS AN UNFEASIBLE AND UNPALATABLE 
ENDEAVOR. WE SHOULD NOT DO ANYTHING BEYOND LETTING THE 
POLES APPROACH THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF PUBLISHERS AND 
PERHAPS AGREEING TO NOTIFY THE GOP OF MAJOR U.S. EDUCATIONAL 
CONVENTIONS AND BOOK DISPLAYS. IN DISCUSSING THIS TOPIC, 

YOU MAY WISH TO SUGGEST THAT AS RECIPROCITY THE POLES AR- 
RANGE SIMILAR CONTACTS FOR US WITH THE POLISH PUBLISHERS
